THE PERIHELION OF SATURN. 


A Field Day toe Astronomer* In 


Tritelnfr tne Mhndowj' Belt. 


The Scientific American says Octo- 
ber's starlit sky presents one prominent 
subject for observation and stndy. It 
is the perihelion of Saturn. The sun 
and tue most richly gifted of his sons 
are at tbV" closest point of approach, 
100,000,000 ZTules spanning the distance 
between Saturu's perihelion and ap- 
helion. 
Fortunotb.'v the earth ap- 


proaches that point of is' orbit where 
her path lies almost betVeer*tne sun 
and Saturn, and she profit* largely 
by the proximity, for the increased £"» 
and clear radiance bear testimony to tht. 
nearer neighborhood of the ring-girdled 
planet. It seems absurd, however, to 
speak of the nearness of an object 
whose mean distance from the sun is 
881,00,000 mileR. We are at sea without 
a pilot, in seeking to comprehend di- 
mensions where a mUUon miles is the 
measuring unit. But we can see results 
iii the beauty and brightness of a planet 
that fifteen years hetco will shine witb 
a dull, murky light in striking contrast 
with his present serene aspect. 


Astronomers who make Saturuiau in- 


vestigation a specialty will improve the 
present conditions. It will D-ot be un- 
expected if they find out whether the 
idark 
spaces between the rings are 


merely shadings iu or between the 
myriad satellites that make them up, or 
even if a ninth moon should be detect- 
ed faintly gleaming among its brethren. 


If twenty-five years exhausts an as- 


tronomer's highest power of obstrvtttion 
before Saturn returns to perihelion in 
1915 observers who are now in their 
golden prime will have lost their power 
to see clearly, observers who are just 
entering the astronomical field wilt re- 
jojce in the maturity of visual strength 
and observers who are but children now 
will become aspirants for the laurels 
the heaven bestow on those who devote 
their life work to the studies of celestial 
mysteries. 


Nearly a generation of those who 


now tread the earth will sleep peacefully 
in its bosom, while this wonder of the 
skies traverses the vast path that forms 
his circuit round the sun. A generation 
of men lives and dies in one Sntnrnian 
y(ear. 


Well may it be said that the study of 


astronomy promotes humility, teaching, 
a4 no other science can, the insignifi- 
cance of humanity. 


The perihelion of Saturn is an im- 


portant astronomical event, and has 
been anticipated for years witb eager 
interest. But why should the nearest 
approach of this planet to the sun be of 
so much consequence to terrestrial ob- 
servers? is a question that naturally 
arises to (thoughtful minds. It is be- 
cause when Saturn is nearer to the sun, 
he is, under certain conditions, nearest 
to the earth, and the approach is per- 
ceptible in his increased size and great- 
er brilliancy. There are three condi- 
tions that, when united, give the best 
possible views of Saturn. He must be 
in perihelion, bis rings must be open 
to their widest extent, and he must be 
in opposition, or Saturn, the earth and 
the sou must be in a straight line, with 
the earth in the middle. These three 
conditions are nearly united iu the 
present position of 
our magnificent 


brother iu regard to the earth. He is 
in perihelion, hit) rings are opened to 
their widest extent, and he is within 
two months of opposition, as well as in 
high northern declination. 


Nearly a whole generation will pass 


away before Saturn will again be seen 
under conditions as favorable as those 
he now presents. Instead of a dull, 
murky, and ill-omened star, h<j shines 
with a soft and serene light, that 
gives him a pre-eminence among the 
surrounding stars, and brings out the 
best aspect of the planet that ranks as 
second in the solar scheme. His prox- 
imity .increases his size, and his wide- 
open rings give him an elliptical form to 
eyes blessed witb exceptional visual 
power. It is field day with astrono- 
mers, who will eagerly improve the rare 
occasion in searching for new satellites, 
in seeking to find out what the rings are 
made of, and in tracing the shadowy 
belts on the planet's disk. 


What is oar earth with her one moon 


in the material scale by the aide of the 
magnificent Saturn with his rings, 
moons, and belts < We may, however, 
find consolation for our littleness in the 
thought that the. earth is in her perfec- 
tion of development, while the primeval 
fires of Satnra still born. When ani- 
mate life reigns on this peerless planet, 
the earth, according to the law of inevit- 
able decay, will be a dead world, cooled 
down to the condition of oar satellite, 
where life and moisture are unknown. 
Mara and Morcury will perhaps succumb 
to the same law before the earth, on'ao- 
oount of-their smaller dimensions, while 
Venus will keep pace more nearly witb 
her twin sister. '1 he four great planeU 
will then rejoice in physical perfection, 
and take the place vnow occupied by 
their more ioeigaifioaat brethren. But 
millUns of year* will be required to ef- 
fect these changes, nnd the inhabitants 
of this little planet, «*n meanwhile be- 
hold the process of world making on the 
larger planets, and the process of decay 
on the smaller ones, while they wait pa- 
tiently for what is to come.

then had lived there alone, seldom 
going out and never admitting anyoni 
except when forcetf to.

old' iiiun died acid his'bo'dy was 'tak'en in 
charge by a brother, who resides in a 
neighboring town. The hermit's hut 
when visited"by;a oorrespondent of the 
New York Herald, presented a strange 
and interesting appearance. 
It is sur- 


rounded by a high board fence;' dis 
tant,' perhaps, .ten feet, from-' the hut 
the dimensions of the latter being abou 
eighteen by twenty-five feet. 
It is 


built iu .Southern style, .with a chimney 
on. tlid "*odtside. An inspectiou of the 
interior showed some curious feature's 
It may be best described as a hut within 
a hut,' the .inner quo (haying been the 
hermit's sleeping apartment. The lat- 
ter is about ten by aiz feet and contains 
a small cot bed, Jan old writing desk anc 
a single chair. 
'On the wall was a 


small looking-glass, and on one side is: a 
little window looking out into the en- 
closure, the other three sides being stir- 
rounded' by passageways perhaps .five 
feet in width. 


In the passage . at the front of the 


house aie a 'small stove and an old 
wooden table.. In the back part of the 
building under the sume roof lived the 
hermit's only companions,, some fifty or 
more hens, and scattered around the 
dimly lighted passageways were numer- 
ous old farming utensils. The fowls 
evident.lv, stood high ia their owner's 
estimaiiion'i ''jpumeroias^JitUe, 'openings 
being scattered around the hut for their 
accommodation, one being in ttha front 
door.
